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Introduction 


Interest in the research of Orissan literature, art, 
architecture, history and on the whole culture evidently 
started around A.D.1820 when the British administrators in 
Orissa, as elsewhere in the country, took up survey and 
documentation of different aspects of culture with pioneer- 
ing zeal. But all the early works by foreigners, though 
valuable, lacked proper perspective, as such virtually did 
not reflect our heritage in its proper dimensions. 


Since then a number of scholars, other than British as 
well as non-Oriyas, started evincing keen zeal and intense 
enthusiasm in study of cultura! potential of Orissa during the 
late 19th and 20th centuries. In fact, the research by these 
scholars were the beginning of proper scientific study and 
were essentially broad-based with wider coverage of new 
areas of study. These also did not serve the purpose to the 
desired extent. However, these works paved the way for 
further study of Orissan culture on a scientific basis. 


During the last few decades outstanding research 
works in Orissa with inter-disciplinary approach on multi- 
dimensional aspects have been made by Oriya as well as 
non-Oriya scholars mainly in English.

Chandra Mohapatra who are no more with us but their 
magnificient works reverberate in our mind's eye. 


The research on Orissan culture has now become a 
desideratum with scholars who still devotedly indulge in the 
projection of our heritage in the national and international 
arena. Some of them are Satyanarayan Rajaguru, 
Hermann Kulke, Eberhard Fischer, Thomas Donaldson, 
Sitakanta Mohapatra, J. P. Das, Barbara Bole, John Bolton, 
Jayant Mohapatra, M. N. Das, Manoj Das, B. C. Ray, 
Nilamani Mishra, U. N. Dhal, Dinanath Pathy, Bhagaban 
Panda, R. P. Das, B. K. Rath, K. S. Behera, Jagannath 
Pattanaik, J. K. Samal, S. C. Panda, Snigdha Tripathy and 
Several others, whose pioneering works are primary source 
materials for further research. 


We are sure, with proper opportunities, facilities and 
financial assistance, the scholars working in the field can 
stride ahead in their mission. The invaluable archaeological 
tresures which lie hidden under the debris, the aspects of 
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scluptural and architectural peculiarities, the religious 
efflorescences that flooded the sacred land with the tenets 
of the Buddha, the protagonists and philosophies of the 
saint-poets and savants are still reverberating in the 
religious life ofthe people, the folk and oralliterary traditions, 
the unpublished literary works kept confined inthe palm-leat 
manuscripts, the myriads of myths, legends and folk-tales 
of our tradition which are fast changing under the impact of 
modernism, the maritime trade and commerce diffused in 
the past to the far off countries by the brave Oriyas, need 
proper survey, exploration, research and publication in the 
all India context. 


A research project on Orissa Bibliography started in 
1970 by the South-Asian Institute of the university of 
Hiedelberg, and Departments of Indology ofthe universities 
of Frieburg and Tubingen in collaboration with Indian 
scholars and Utkal University, Orissa and completed and 
published in 1981. Publication of the book "Orissa : a 
Comprehensive and Classified Bibliography" fulfilled the 
long-felt need of the scholars to a great extent. In 1985 the 
Journal of Orissa Research Society had published a select 
bibliography in its third number which has a Isit of books on 
Orissan History & Culture published in English between 
1981 and 1985. Our Select Annotated Bibliography is 
nodoubt, the first of its kind in the disciplines of Orissan 
history and culture, art and architecture, literature and is 
informative even to the general readers. We make it clear 
here that this is not a comprehensive list of all the books on 
Orissa published in English and in the languages other than 
Oriya. In fact, this presents most of the representative titles 
from the above-noted subjects. We may crave indulgence 
of the readers for errors, ommissions and commissions.
